of 1910, preliminary estimates of 
the geological survey made public- 
today show. 
The output for the 
year brought only about $18,050,000 
as compared with $38,254,000 in 
1918 and $48,600,000 in 1916. 
The decline was attributed prin­ 
cipally 
to 
the 
reverting * of 
the 
copper industry to normal conditions 
as a result of the fall in the price 
of the metal since 1916, when the 
war demand greatly stimulated the 
production. 
High operating costs 
also caused a depression 
in 
gold 
mining. 
Eight copper mines were operat­ 
ed in Alaska in 1919, producing 
about 44,800,000 pounds valued at 
$8,500,000. The production in 1918 
was 69,235,000 pounds, valued at 
$17,090,000. 
The value of the annual output 
of gold declined from $16,700,000 
in 1916 to $9,000,000 in 1919. 
Alaska still contains 
large 
re­ 
serves of gold bearing gravels that 
can be mined profitably when trans­ 
portation conditions are improved, 
the report said, adding that “the 
most important event of the year 
for the future in mining in Alaska 
was the continuation of the work 
on the government railroad and the 
assurance by congressional action of 
the money needed to complete the 
line.” 
“Better and 
cheaper 
steamboat 
service, on both ocean and river, are 
also imperative,” the 
report 
sajd. 
“Moreover, the railroad must be sup­ 
plemented 
by 
trails 
and 
wagon 
roads.” 
As a by-product to gold and cop­ 
per mining, 590,000 ounces of sil­ 
ver and 800 tons of lead were mined 
during the year. 
The value of the gold mined in 
Alaska from the discovery of the 
precious metal in 180 to 1919 was 
placed at $437,400,000.

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HARK, FROM THE TOMBS 
The recent clumsy attempts of New York, New Jersey 
and two of the New 'England states to nullify national pro­ 
hibition is doubly interesting after its first effect of being 
intensely amusing. 
It is interesting because it revives in 
half-living way a theory that has been dead as Caesar for 
more than a half century. 
It is interesting because it is 
raised in a section that has taught its children for fifty years 
that nullification and treason are synonymous. 
The theory of nullification was founded on the doctrine 
that the states are sovereign and that any state can withdraw 
from the union of states at any time it sees fit. 
When this 
extreme view of state sovereignty was defeated on the battle­ 
field the theory of nullification passed into the limbo of things 
dead and gone. It was abandoned as a living issue more than 
a half century ago, and the present generation had not heard 
its name mentioned till the liquor interests of the East dug 
it out of its sepulcher. 
Nullification was first threatened by the state of Massa­ 
chusetts as early as 1793. 
It was threatened again in 1798, 
when Virginia became angry with the alien and sedition laws 
of the first Adams administration. Again in 1803 Massachu­ 
setts invoked the doctrine and adopted a legislative resolution 
declaring that the purchase of Louisiana “formed a new com­ 
pact with which the states bound by the former compact (the 
Constitution) were not bound to comply.’' 
Nullification teachings became rife in New England during 
the second war with England which almost destroyed the* 
commerce of the New England states. The Hartford conven­ 
tion was called to consider some possible remedy for the evils 
of the war, and it has always been thought that nullification 
if not secession, was contemplated by that‘convention. At any 
rate the suspicion of disloyalty attached to the convention 
with sufficient force to destroy the old Federalist party. 
The most noted threat of nullification was made by South 
Carolina in 1830-32. 
A protective tariff law caused the out­ 
break of the Palmetto state. Lead by Calhoun an attempt was 
made to stop the enforcement of the law in the ports of South 
Carolina, but Andrew Jackson as president made a show of 
force sufficient to overawe the disaffected. 
His declaration, 
“By the Eternal the Union shall be preserved,” has become 
historic. 
Propably the only law that was ever successfully nullified 
was the fugitive slave law, which was nullified in effect by 
fourteen northern states. This was accomplished by what was 
known at that time as “personal liberty bills.” 
The effect 
of these state statutes had been to render the old congress­ 
ional act null and void, or at least non-enforceable. 
They 
were the last measures enacted for the purpose of nullifying 
another measure, either state or national, and since they them­ 
selves became inoperative at the abolition of slavery nothing 
has been heard of the doctrine of nullification. 
That an at­ 
tempt should be made by states that have heretofore so con­ 
sistently opposed nullification to nullify a national provision 
of the constitution is somewhat interesting, to say the least. 
If the action of these states teaches any lesson of value, it is 
that wherever possible states should be left free to settle their 
internal problems in their own way.

The peti­ 
tions will be printed within the next 
few days and will be distributed for 
signatures at onc|. 
The United Confederate Veterans 
of Oklahoma will sponsor the move­ 
ment for referendum of the ratifica­ 
tion quetsion, the attorney general 
said. Martin L. Calhoun of Selma, 
Ala., commander of the national or­ 
ganisation of veterans, wrote last 
week to Jarratt Todd of Oklahoma 
City, head of the state organization, 
urging the co-operation of that body 
to submit the suffrage question to 
vote of the people. 
Not Fight Against Suffrage. 
Freeling, 
who 
returned 
from 
Washington Saturday after having 
been absent from the state since the 
legislature adjourned, began yester­ 
day the preparation of the referen­ 
dum petition. Discussing the refer­ 
endum, he said: 
“This is not a fight against wo­ 
man suffrage. It Is an effort to 
maintain for Oklahoma the sovereign 
right of a state to control its own 
internal affairs and to say it will 
not divide with any state the power 
to say who shall vote within her 
borders for purely local officers/* 
The petition will ask that the am­ 
endment be voted on at the primary 
election August 3. The required num­ 
ber of signatures is 9,727, and an 
effort will be made greatly to ex­ 
ceed the minimum. 
Decision May be Refused. 
“There are pending now in both 
the Oklahoma and United States su­ 
preme courts cases in connection 
with the ratification of the federal 
prohibition amendment to determine 
whether the question of ratification 
of a constitutional amendment may 
be referred to vote of the people 
after It has been approved by vote 
of the bi-cameral legislature. Upon 
the decision of those cases will de­ 
pend whether or not the suffrage 
question may be referred. The suf­ 
frage referendum petitions are to be 
circulated at once in order to be 
prepared for a referendum in case 
the courts declare an amendment is 
referable, the attorney general said. 
Decision upon the prohibition ref­ 
erendum case b}' the Oklahoma su­ 
preme court will not be announced 
until after the question is decided by 
the United States supreme court, in 
the opinion of lawyers here. In case 
the strate court should render in ad­ 
vance a decision at variance with 
that of the federal court, it would be 
reversed automatically by the higher 
court. 
In view of the fact that many 
more than the required number of 
states have ratified the federal am­ 
endment, it is considered a possibil­ 
ity that the United States supreme 
court may hold the matter to be a 
moot question and refuse a decision. 
In that case it is said, decision as to 
whether a federal constitutional am­ 
endment may be referred to popular 
vote for ratification will be deferred 
until a test case is raised over the 
suffrage amendment.
